Imposing Parade and Services 


at Greenwood Cemetery. 


Thousands of People Listen to the 


Address by Rev. R. N. Davies. 


Grateful Word* ft-otn the Veterans. 


Business throughout the city was gen- 


erally suspended on yesterday afternoon 
—Memorial Day—in compliance with 
proclamations and custom, and thousands 
of grateful and patriotic people from the 
city and country united in the privilege 
of again paying their annual formal trib- 
utes to the memory of the brave and self- 
sacrificing soldiers, who gave up their 
lives on their country's altar that the 
Union might be preserved, and also to 
engage in the public ceremonies perpetu- 
ating the memory and brave deeds of the 
soldiers, living and dead. The weather 
was all that could have been desired, 
neither too cool nor too hot, and it was 
estimated that there were fully eight 
thousand people in different parts of 
Greenwood cemetery during the after- 
noon. 


THE PROCESSION. 


The civic and military organizations 


formed near the park at 2 p. m.,under the 
direction of the chief marshal and moved 
through the streets in the following or- 
der:

THE MEMORIAL EXERCISES 


were held iu the presence of a vast crowd 
of patriotic people. A stand had been 
erected in the new part of the cemetery, 
in a shady dell where the people could 
see and hear all that transpired. The 
stand wari decorated with national em- 
blems, and on the grounds were barrels 
of ice water for the thirsty. Those who 
occupied chairs on the stand were Dr.

Roche, Miss Jeannette Bowers, Messrs. 
C. B. Prescott, B. F. Goodrich, Z. T.

The opening selection by Goodman's 


band was "Sohtnde," a caprice by Mer- 
cadante, and while this number was being 
played the veterans laid flowers and ever- 
greens upon the graves of the fallen he- 
roes. 


The vast assembly was called to order 


at three o'clock by Mr. Mosser, who stat- 
ed that he had been requested by the 
committee to say that it was believed that 
the graves of all fallen soldiers in the 
cemetery had been strewn with flowers, 
but if any one knew of any soldier's 
grave having been overlooked or neglect- 
ed, such person would confer a favor by 
communicating with the committee with- 
out delay.

tur at 6 a. m., but as it did not leave un- 
til nearly nine o'clock they realized that 
they could not reach Peoria until 2 p. m., 
and therefore they stayed at home 


THE ADDRESS. 


Rev. R. N. Davies, D. D.,was present- 


ed. He delivered the memorial address, 
occupying 35 minutes' time. It was a 
masterly, philosophical, eloquent and pa- 
triotic effort, that engaged the closest at- 
tention of all within hearing, the senti- 
ments expressed teaching the hearts of 
the oh] veterans, who frequently applaud- 
ed the distinguished speaker, who was 
himself a soldier in the late Rebellion, 
and was therefore prepared to relate inci- 
dents and present pictures of privation 
and sufferings of soldiers that were real 
and reliable. Dr. Davies began by brief- 
ly referring to the ancient custom of dec- 
orating the graves of fallen heroes with 
flowers. This beautiful ceremony pre- 
vailed among the Greeks and Romans, 
the former adding other ceremonies that 
bespoke the gratitude of the living for 
the bravery and deeds of the dead. 


The war for .the preservation of the 


Union was one in which a great principle 
was involved, and the influence of the 
Rebellion in establishing human freedom 
is felt all ovir this and other lands. The 
Rebellion was not a circumscribed war 


and the deadly contest resulted in cnish- 


j ing slavery and establishing the fact that 


man does not belong to the land as was 
claimed by the English up to the war of 
1812, but that the ownership of man was 
vested in his own soul. This recognition 
of the importance of man individually is 
another stage in the progress of the age, 
and the successful termination of the late 
hard fought war removed the stain of 
slavery from the stars and stripes and re- 
moved the sarcasm on the words found in 
the Declaration of Independence: 
"All 


men were born free and equal.'1 
The 


speaker stated that none should harbor 
bitter faelings, and 
that feelings of 


rage and passion should be cast aside; 
but the principles for which the soldiers 
fought and died should never be forsot- 
ten. The men fought bravely, and suf- 
fered terribly, and tney triumphed. Had,. 
the Rebels triumphed, the death knell of 
the United States would have been 
sounded, and the cause'of human liberty 
would have received a blow from which 
it might never have recovered. Thanks 
to God, the Federals were successful and 
the slaves were set free. The victory be- 
longs to God, and under God are we in- 
debted to the soldiers dead and the vet- 
eran survivors of the contest, for all that 
we now enjoy, onr happy homes and 
prosperous free land. We are met here 
to-day to perpetuate the memory of the 
soldier dead and express onr feelings of 
gratitude to the soldiers living for their 
deeds of valor, and sufferings, and priva- 
tions. 
We 
owe 
them a 
debt we 


can never pay, and we owe it to 
them, among other duties, that we 
carry on the work which they inaugura- 
ted in 'Cl. Here the Doctor stated that 
he had noticed a growing feeling to speak 
of the war from a commercial standpoint. 
Some of those who remained at home 
during the great struggle, said: "We 
gave our money while *-ou soldiers went 
South to fight, and-we are entitled to as 
much praise as you.'' Money can never 
cancel the debt due the soldiers. Let the 
stay-at-home suffer as did the soldiers in 
the march, on the tented field, in the sus- 
pense concerning the loved ones at home, 
in the vile prison pens of the South, and 
in the heat of battle, then let him say 
what sum of money he would give to be 
denied such terrible experiences—suffer- 
ings that words cannot fittingly describe. 
The soldiers went forth to battle, and 
while they suffered and were thrown into 
prisons where they were tempted, still they 
remained loyal because there was a great 
principle involved in the struggle and 
because they knew they were right 


The speaker had heard it suggested at 
Greencastle, on Saturday evening last, 
that soldiers should take a back seat in 
the matter of decorating the graves of the 
fallen braves. Here the Doctor became 
grandly eloquent when he stated, in touch- 
ing language, that when persons making 
such remarks wanted men to fight, they 
didn't'ask the soldiers to take a back seat, 
and it was fitting now that the veterans 
throughout the land should perform the 
ceremony of remembering their fallen 
comrades by strewing their graves with 
flowers. The speaker pleaded earnestly 
for the soldiers living and for those whose 
lips are silent in death, and he pleaded 
thus earnestly 
because some people 


manifest a disposition of ungratefulness 
to them for their noble services. 


The peroration of the speaker was a 


tribute to the Christian religion and to 
the men who went forth with Christian 
faith in their hearts to battle for the right. 
Parents were charged to keep ever fresh 
in the minds of their children the princi- 
ple for which the war was waged, and in 
this way, with the aid of the Bible, we 
can best remember the fallen herots and 
perpetuate their memory. 


The speaker resumed his seat amidst 


general applause. 


Singing, "We Shall Never Forget," by 


the choir, solo by Mr. C. B. Prescott. 


Prayer, by Elder J. W. Tyler, of the 


Christian Church. 


The closing song was "America," by the 


choir and people, with accompaniment 
by Goodman's Band. 


The benediction, pronounced by Rev. 


Prestley, closed the exercises of the day, 
when the civic and military organiza- 
tions formed and returned to the city. 


THE VETERANS' LOT. 


In the western part of the cemetery is 


the burial ground for the exclusive use 
of the veteran association. In this lot 
there is space for nearly 500 graves, and 
there are now a large number of soldiers 
buried there. la the center of the lot a 
tall flag-staff has been erected by the 
Veterans, and a flag floated from the top 
of it all day yesterday. The graves east 
of the flag-staff were covered with Horal 
tributes, and in the iron staff at the head 
of each grave was a 'bonqnet with two 
small flags crossed. In time the bodies 
of all soldiers in the cemetery whose 
friends desire their removal, will be in- 
terred in this large lot. 


THE COMMITTEEE, 


Messrs. McReynolde, Abbott and Qrun- 
lan, who made all general arrangements 
for Decoration Day, performed their du- 
ties with a faithfulness as to details, with 
the assistance of veterans and others, that 
is highly commendable. The undertak- 
ing, on such short notice, was one of no 
small proportions. The demonstration 
passed off without any accident, and was 
a fitting observance of a day that will be 
remembered 
throughout the United 


States for many generations.

Died at a Blpe Old Age. 


During Monday the REPUBLICAN re- 


ceived a call from Mr. Jesse W. DeLong, 
a farmer of Whitmore township, this 
county, who lately returned from Deuni- 
son, Tuscarawas county, Ohio, where he 
had been called on account of the dan- 
gerous illness of his aged father, Jesee 
DeLong, who was born near Dennison 
on May 10,1776, and was in the 107th 
year of his age when he died on May 15, 
1882. Mr. DeLong saw his father before 
he died and attended the funeral which 
brought out a large number of people. 
The deceased was the father of 12 chil- 
dren, six of whom are dead. Jesse W. 
DeLong is the youngest of the 12 chil- 
dren, being born when his father was 
about 60 years old. He is now in the 
47th year of his age and his hair is turn- 
ing gray. His father's hair was white as 
snow at 75, but it was noticed thiu his 
hair had commenced to turn black ab the 
years passed away. The old patriarch 
about 16 years before his death sprained 
one of his ankles and it ia believed that 
that injury resulted in his death, as hfi 
had not been sick before that occurred. 
After the accident he was never able to 
walk, but up to a week before his death 
he retained all his mental faculties and 
conversed intelligibly with his relatives 
and friends. Hia wife died 18 years ago. 
During the centennial in 1876 Mr. De- 
Long was kept busy at New Philadel- 
phia, the shire town of Tusearawas coun- 
ty, relating incidents in his long life, 
which began before the Declaration of 
American Independence was signed.

Susan Tait died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease, in the 62d year of her age. Tho de-

TEACHERS' APPLICATIONS. 


And Other School Matter* of Intereat to 


City and Country Readers. 


In conversation with a school board n 


few days since we learned that thirteen 
applications had been filed asking for the 
school for the coming year. The prices 
(or bids) ranged from $30 to $55. 
The 


ages of applicants ranged from 18 to 32 
years; time taught, from one term to four- 
teen years; number of counties represent- 
ed, 5; number of recommendation*count- 
ed by board (including certificates from 
other counties) 91, not counting the ap- 
plicants' verbal 
recommendations of 


themselves. Some of the latter were ex- 
ceedingly 
amusing to the humorous 


board. We quote a few. 
Over one solic- 


itor's applicant had "licked the biggett 
block-headed boy in the community," 
but when the board illustrated that the 
district possessed a "big gal" who was 
very unruly and who would neither be 
licked nor dismissed, the anxious appli- 
cant innocently said that he always made 
"love to such big girls as that" Moral: 
Piatt county may now post notices of his 
coming, as the board directed him on -the 
Terre Haute road. 


Another from a sister state replied.when 


interrogated as to what could be hie ob- 
ject in teaching for $30 and paying 94 
per week for board, that, "I olliu make 
it a rule to get on the good side of the 
neighbors, and in o week or two after I 
commence, I eat most of my hash among 
the children of the schools; this brings 
my board bill down to about a dollar a 
week, and I can make as much at that as 
anything else." 
"But," suggested the 


board, "You must take two or three good 
school journals, read tho newspapers, at- 
tend teachers' meetings, etc." 
"Oh, I 


don't read any of these new tangled 
things," said he, "but simply tend to my 
business." 


Fellow teachers, that school will be va- 


cant some time yet. The board will yet 
select n good teacher, but self-commeii- 
dation is lost on the desert air wheu pre- 
sented to it. 


In the above instance we have token 


especial pains to find out concerning the 
number of applications made by some of 
these teachers. We find that three of the 
number had applied in quite a number of 
places. They had precented the same 
recommendations and gone through the 
same form of application. What will 
these teachers do if they are elected at a 
half dozen different places to fill the same 
term? Will they fulfill all their engage- 
mente? Will they select the school that 
pays $30 or the one which pnyo $55? 
Are they teaching on business principles 
or on the "Peter Funk" plan? 


Now we object to all this. The teacher 
has the right to apply for any situation 
which he may desiie, but he cannot fill 
more than one position at a time. How 
many definite applications should he 
make? Certainly but one. If more than 
one they should be on conditions. The 
teacher should be Btrictiy honest in his 
proposals to a board. If the application 
is his thirteenth, is he, or can he be in 
earnest about it? Let the better clam of 
teachers who have the good of the 
school at heart use their, influence to 
break up this practice. Let the applica- 
tions be in n business like manner and in 
good faith. Let school boards give the 
cold shoulder to these promiscuous appli- 
cations. Many schools have lost excel- 
lent teachers by the influence of these 
unbusiuese like transactions. Let every 
one cry down this evil.

How to Cook Rice 


Rice is becoming a much more popular 


article of food than heretofore It is fre- 
quently substituted for potatoes at the 
chief meal of the day, being more nutri- 
tious and much more readily digested. 
At its present cost, it is relatively cheapei 
than potatoes, oatmeal or gram-grits of 
anv kind. la preparing it only just 
enough cold water should be poured on 
to prevent the rice from burning at the

rived, the public, the highway com 
missioners and pathhnders will prob 
ablj be thankfnl for the following 
law 
quotations 
Moie 
attention 


should be paid to the toads and thi 
law 


1 —To repair and keep m ordei 


the highways within their seveia 
districts for which they shall hav< 
been elected 


2—To wain all persons fiom 


whom road laboi is due to work on 
the highways at such times anc 
places within then several districts 
as they may think proper The «ver 
seers of highways may contiact with 
peisons owing poll tax for road pui 
poses, to perform a ceitain amount 
of labor on any road or budge in the 
town or road distuct foi the amount 
of such tax, and if the work is done 
within the time that the monev 
should have been paid, the overseei 
shall give such person a leceipt foi 
such laboi done or performed 


3 —To collect all hnes and com 


mutation money, and to execute law 
ful orders of the commissioneis of

scribed by such overseei s, of the 
names of all the inhabitants in his 
load districts who are liable to woik
